A MURDERER'S FATE.

Neal Devany to be Hung at Wilkes-
barre This Afternoon,

He Kills His Wife for the Sake of
Marrying Another Woman,

the exccution of an Irishmen, byjthe name o!
Neal Devauy, for the murder of his wife.

THR MURDERER AND 158 VICTIM,

In the Eummer of 1800, Neal Devany, then
sbout twenty years of age, and a resident of Con-
nemara, county Galway, Ircland, made the
acquaintanee of a girl of his own age, with
whom he feil in love snd married, Devany's
wile hiad been a gervant girl for some time, and
had contrived to save about £14 from her scanty
wages, Ten days alter the marriage they sulled
for this country, arriving in New Ydrk city in
the month of Beptember of the same year. Their
little forlune wae soon exhausted, and then they
prepared for a separation, in order the more

speedily to repair thelr fortumes. It was
arranged between them that Cotharine, the wife,
should pass for Devaay's slster, sud engage in
service in New York, while the husband was to
proceed to Hazleton, in this State, where he had
an uncle and sunt residing, and there seek em-
ployment. Work was soon fouod by both,
Devany obtalning two dollars » day for laboring
ou s railroad, Before the winter was over,
however, Devuny changed bis occupation, be-
oomipg & iaborer in the Sugar Loal cosl mloe,
aboul a mile from Mazleton.
ANOTHER WOMAN IN THE CASE.

In the neighborhood of Hazleton there re-
gided an lrigh girl, with whom Devauy, who
wppears 1o have been rather fickle, forthwith
fell in love, and gave a promise of marriage,
When bis amour had reached this stage, he
broke off hie correspondence with s wife, who,
however, sull continued to writeto him, impor-
tuning him for a reply. At length he complied
with her request, bidding bher to meet him

at Esston. Thither she proceeded with-
out deley: but when the longseparated
couple met, the Injured wile Insisted

on going to Hazleton, Lo this course Devany
interposed declded objections; but Lhe wife was
determined, and av last reached the home of
her raithless spouse, where she arrived about the
224 ot July last, She took lu:l;flngn at a board-
ing-bouse kept by a Mrs, McKelvey, but before
going shere her hueband informed her of the
state of bis affalre, He insisted that, as he was
goon Lo marry another woman, her presence
might incite some of the girls relatives to kill
him, The wife entreated him to remain faith-
tul 1o his vowa, and nt last he promised that he
would bamsh @il thoughts of his mistress, aud
Yive peacelully and happily with his true wife,
THE MURDER.

On the evening of the 34th of July, Devany
called at Mre, McRelvey's, and he and his wile
went out together., Nothing further was spen
of the latter until ber dead body was discovered
by a party who had been eearching for her, on
the !Pmll. It was found lying in the woods,
about & mile beyond the limle of the borough.

The throat of the murdered woman had been |

out from ear to ear, and a pistol shot had peoe-
traled her left breast,
ARREET AND TRIAL OF DEVANT,

As soon a8 Mrs, Devany had disappesred, sns-
plolon rested on ber husbund, and he was
arrested but s few minutes before the corpse of
his wictim wae discovered. On his person o
two-barrelled pistol wag lound, one buarrel being

emnply and the other leaded. His clothes
wore found =at his boarding-house, satu-
rated ‘with Dblood, ulthongh an effort

had beenm made 1o remove these marks
of guilt by the nse of water, Tt was larther
stated by some Gormuns that they had hesrd the
report of firenrms sbout 10 o'clock on the even-
ing of the 24th, in the vieinity of the place
where the body was discovered, followed by a
seream,

On the strength of this circumstantial testi-
mony, Devany wias indicted on the 28th of
Augns!, and on the 4th of Seplember was placod
on trial before Judge Couyngham. District
Attorney Randall conducted the proseculion,
the defense being in the hands of Messrs., Ward,
Osborne, and Mahon, The trial lasted but two
days, sud resulted in & verdicl of murder in the
first degree.

PREPARING YOR DEATH.

The feeling of the people here is strougly
arninst the prisoner. ot the least sympathy
for his fate has been manifvsted, and no effort
hins been made to induce the Governor to defer
the execntion, which will take place this after-
noon about 1 o'clock, The prigoneér has had
the spiritusl consolutlon of the Rev, Pather
Fitesimmons from the commoeuncement of his
imprisonment.

When your correspondent vigited him In hias
oell, he found him very stolid and apparently
indifferent to his fate. He is about five feel six
fnches in height, of rather heavy bulld, has.
short, ourly hawr of o flaxen boe, & light com
plexion, and 8 decidedly wicked cast ol counte-
nance,

RECONSTRUCTION.

ALABAMA.

The Reconstructiom Convention — He-
poris of the Oommiites om the Kleotive
Franchise—All to ba Disframchisod who
Refuse to Vole — Rules for Uommon
Onrrviers.

Monraomery, Nov, 11,—To-day the Conven:
tion has eutered seriously into the disonssion of
the main guestion for iis declsion. The Com-
mittee on the Elective Franchise, unable to
agree, have presented both & majority and a
minority report.  As was expeoted, the majority
have recommended o sweeplug measure of dis-
franchizement, The report Lthey have presented
conklsts of three sections., The firet provides
that every male citizen twenty.one years of age,
who shall be a citizen of the United, or declared
his lntention of becoming such, who shall have
reslded in the Btate six and in the county three
months preceding an election, ahall be deemed
an elector. It provides, however, that no sol-
dier, sailor, or marine in the United States ser.
vice shall acquire a residence by being stationed
in the Hiate,

The second seotion provides for the regisira-
tion of all persons elected except the (ollowing
three olasses:— First, those who, during the late
Rebellion, in any way violated the rulés of civi
lized warlare; second, those who have been con-
vieted of trengon, embezelemeut of public funds,
malfespance lu oflice, erlme punishable by law
with imprizouvment in the penitentiary, or
bribery; third, those who, having been regis-
tered in nocordsuce with the provisiouns of the
Reconstruction act of Copgress, retuse o vote
either for or against the new constitution when
it shall be submitted for ratitication; provided,
however, that no person shall be disiranchised
by this clause whose failure to vote shall be in
consequence of slekness, necessary absence, or
any providential occurrence rendering it im-
possible for him to remch the polls: and pro-
vided further, that the General Assembly shall
linve autbority to remove the disabllity incurred
under this nct.

The third eection provides that all persons,
lmﬁt;ro registering, must take the following
oath:—

“1 do nolemnly swear or aflirm that I will supnort
and maidisin the Constitation aod Iaws of the United
Sistes and the Conslitution and lsws of the Siate of
Alnbama: that (I bivwe ever balleved In the rigit ol n
Hiate to secede 1 hereby abandon I that [ sceept the
eivil and polit eal equrlicy of il men, and agree not Lo
ntiempt (o deprive any person or pemons oo ACcolint
of rece, color, or previous condition, of any polltical or
civil righs, privilego, or immunity enjoyed by any
other clnss aof men: sand torttisrmors that § will not In
B0y way Injure or countenance in othigrs nny sttempl
0 fn]umauy PETRON OF PUrsons ou account of past or
presént support of the Government of the Upited
Sintes, the policy of the Congress ol the Unlted
States, or the prionciple of the politieal and civil
m;u:allp‘ of all men or affiliation with any political
parily.”

The minority report, while it recommends
universal negro suffrage, pretests against any
measure of disfranchisement, oxcept for crime
or violation of the rules of civilized warfare,
The extreme men are, however, nndoubtedly m
the ascendant, and the majority report will be
adopted without any essential modification,
unless contrary jnstructions are immediately
received from Washington.

Various petitions, ordinances, and resolutions
have alto been presented. An ordinance cor-
recting abuses under the apprentice laws;
another legitimatizing the chilldren of persons
of color who may have hwved together while
slaves without having been married, aud a third
providing that common carriers shall make no
distinetions between citizens on accouut of race
or color, were offered, all of which were re.
ferred. The last ordinance is belleved to compel
the railtoud companies to carry negroes in
slecplng onrs, )

The report of the Committee on Finaoce and
Taxstion reported in faver of maintsining the
credit ot the State inviolate,

A committee of thirteen was appointed to pre.
pure sn oath of office to be taken by every Stute
oflicial.

THE HURRICANE AT ST. THOMAS,
Additional Particulars—Terrible Suffer-
ing and Distreas om the Island-—Ad«
dittennl Detalls of the Marine Dis-
autaras.

8St. Tonomas, Oct. 31.—0On the 20th inset., at 12
o'clock M., the barometer fell below tempest,
accompanied with raln and the wind from north-
west., At 2o'clock P, M. there wasa lull of
about twenly minutes, when a storm csame on
with greater force from the uortheast, Nota
dwelling house on the Island that has not
sullered, and many houses have no roofs. The
smnll houoges of the poor [clnsses were levelled
to the ground, and there have been buried
niready over oneé hundred persons who were
kiiled on the shore; a like number are wounded
and malmed. Every few moments the harbor
throws up the dend, snd it is one continued
string of coffine tbrough the strects, Over five
hundreed persons were drowned. In some cases
not & soul isliving to relate a word ae regards
their yessel,

The steamer Wye lost fifty-three souls, The
steamer Rhone, al Peter’s Island, about thirty
mwiles to windwuard, where she was waiting to be
despatched for Southuampton, sut of one hun-
dred and fifty souls twenty-one were saved.
The Epanish sleamer Camagney, whose herole
cuptain, Aguilar, saved many lives, lost seven-
teen out of thirty, The American ship Charles
Spragac had but the captain and one man saved.
In fuet, hardly a vessel but ean report some of
4he crew missing. Men were lifted bodily from
shore and carricd to a watery grave. Not a
wharf vor nlighter s left. Houses were carried
one thousand feet in the air, The streels are
eix inches deep with bricks, tiles, shutters, doors.
Every tree te a8 it it were uprooted. The Bne-
lish steamer Columbinn had jast arrived with
eight thousand puackages dry goods, and wus
sunk fu less than three hours after annchorage.

A Prize Fight That Did Not Come O

This morning & large crowd assembied al
Fort Albany, across the Loug Bridge, to witness
the prize fights between R, Bolster and
McLaoghlin, and the colored pugilists, Sorrell
snd Bowle, The fight between Bolster and
McLaunghlin bad been declared off in conse-
quence of the {luess of MoLaughlin. The stakes
were awarded to Bolster, who was on the
ground,

Sorrell, the colored pugilist, then shicd his
cap into the ring, und followed it, but his adver.
tary, Bowie, was not forthcoming, and It was
ststed that Bowie would not appear, having
been badly trained and fearing foul play. At
this juncture a cry was raised of “'police,” **the
military are coming,” A graund staumpede took

place, but too late to ezecape from the military,
who formed a cordon around the fort, and, with
fixed bayopets, threatened with death every onc
who attempted to break through the line.

The troops wera Uomrung F, of the 4th Ar-
tillery, wbo had veen lying in the woods since
daylight, under commund ot Captain Campbell,
Major James M, Stewart, Bherifl of Alexandria
county, wins also present, and also a squad of
the police foree ol Alexnndria county.

Oun Baturday she made an ap-
pointment with Bennett, but had previou.ly
parted with Waters, A lelter found in the pos-
sersion of Beouoett gave & clue to the perpetrator
of the deed, this letter being irom Miss
Benedicl, requesting him to meet bher,
This led to her arrest, and alterwards to
the warrest of Waters, who, of course,
denied all knowledge of the affair, although
¢videvce of a circumstantinl nature strongly
points 1o him se the perpetrator. Toe rung of
a chalr, fiftecn inches in length, broken o two,
was found where Bennett was lying, indicating
clearly by the blood and hair clinging to 1t that
it was veed by the neeallunt, Miss Benediet was

their feel, who vied each with the other and
with u large audience outside the raily, to ealch
every word that {ell from the hips of the prose-
antor, and every sentenoe uttered in behalf of
the prisoner,

Mr, Cole was in court, attended by his brother,
Benntor Cole, of Californie, while Jumes T.
Brady, of New York, sud Judge Amnasa J, Par-
ker, who have recently been added to Willinm
J. Hadley, of Albany, a8 the prisoner's counsel,
occupled reats within his olhse proximity,

In soswer to the Distriot Attorney, Mr. Had-
ley aroze, and submitted a statement of George
W, Cole, the prironer, when it was ussumed that
the presence of two malerinl witnesses, Mrs,
Elizabeth Anderson, wite of Yale Anderson, of
Syracuee, and Mrs, E. Cayler, wife of John L.
Quyier, of Chicago, the Intter a niece ol Mrs.
Cole, Loth ladies suffering from sickness, myd
copsequently unable to travel, were essentially
DECesEUry 68 withesses in the case, and through
his counsel praved for w postponement.

The other afidavits In the case were those ol
Mre, B Cuyler, representing the nalure of her
sickuess, togethier with the affidavits of her
husbrud, Joba L, Cuyler, and that of her physi-
etan, Witliam H. Hoyt. :

Justioe Peckbam desired the Distriot Attornoy
to careflully cxamine the matier, and state his
objéctions, il he had uny, arainst granting the
request of the prisoner’s counsel,

pon complying the District Attorney did oot
male any ftorcible objeciions, nor dwl he vigor.

To this Justice Peckbum zeplicd thal unless
the statements of the uffidavits were open to
suspicion he would grant the request, which he
ultimntely did.
